RSFSR BUSAJD TAXI SERVICE INCREASED Pravda, No 155, b Jun k$ 

In 19^9, the network of automobile and autobus lines in the cities and 
villages Of the RSFSR will be extended. EalAbukhov, Vice-Minister of Auto- 
mobile Transport RSESR, reports that more than 1,000 autobus lines, covering 
a distance of more than 40,000 kilometers, have been opened in oblast and 
kray centers, in capitals of ASSBs, and in large industrial cities. In 19^9, 
autobuses will be used for the first time in 25 cities including 
Voronezh, Saratov, Novosibirsk, Garriy, Sverdlovsk, Irkutsk, Bel’ohik, Molotov, 
Ryazan*, Tuna, Stavropol 1 , Krasnoyarsk, and others. By the end of 19^9, buses 
will be put in service in an additional 25 cities. 

In 1949 alone, new "Fobeda* taxis have been put in service in 27 oblast centers 
and 12 0<tbar large cities in the RSFSR* Automobile service to the southern 
resorts has been Improved.
